Dean Acheson. in disavowing George 


Kennan's proposal for neutralizing Europe 
by withdrawing NATO forces, obviously is 
trying to detach the Democratic party from 
an unpopular point of view. But his criti- 
cism includes some sound points which we 
wish Acheson had considered more closely 
when he was dealing with the Xorth "Ko- 
reans. 


In theory. Kennan's views are attrac- 


tive: practically he seems immune to the 
hard facts of international Me. 


Said Acheson: 


Mr. Keanan can speak with aathoritv 


in the field he knows, the field of Rus- 
sian history and culture, and the al- 
titudes of mind induced by the practice 
of Marxist-Leninist ideology. But Mr. 
Kennan. in my judgment, ha? never 
grasped the realities of power relation- 
ships. . . . 


To Mr. Kennan there is no Soviet 


military threat in Europe . -. . His 
prescription for salvation by internal 
health and discipline within the nation- 
al societies of Europe calls for a 
degree of wholesome purity which does 
not exist within any state I can think 
of ... 
The normal and natural con- 


sequences of leaving Russian military 
power unopposable on the Continent 
would seem to mean a vast increase 
in the number of those communists 
and other persons likely to perform 
Russian 
political 
business . . . In 


many, perhaps in most, cases an at- 
tack by Soviet forces, faced with only 
token resistance, would not be neces- 
sary, as it was not in Czechoslovakia 
in 1948. or in Poland today. 


The Poles know the Russians even 


better than Mr. Kennan does, "but that 
does not free the Poles, from Russian 
domination. It is idle to suppose that 
they would be more free if the power 
capable of opposing the Soviet Union 
withdrew from the continent. 
The trouble with Kennan's plan, as with 


Walter Lippmann:"s insistence that we must 
get accustomed to coexistence with the 
communists, is that it is an attempt to resist 
looking at what seems to fae'the only alter- 
native — world war. Withdrawing forces 
from Europe with "other arrangements as 
far as Germany is concerned." as Kennan 
suggests, means again simply using the 
threat of 'massive nuclear retaliation on 
Russia. This is actually more of an invita- 
tion to war than the presence of land and 
air forces on the continent, since the Rus- 
sians know the West will be extremely re- 


• iuctant to use its big bombs. 


The fear that we are getting closer to 


another "irrepressible conflict" has sent 
many scurrying for new approaches to 
peace. Even- suggestion should be consid- 
ered. But the apparition of war — even of a 
dreadful holocaust which might destroy the 
world — must not be constantly used to 
lower the resistance of the forces opposing 
the evil of communism. The true meaning 
and purpose of life, as taught by our Judeo- 
Christian tradition and the progress of 
western culture which emphasizes the dig- 
nity of the individual, would be as surely 
wiped out by communist domination as bv 
nuclear war.
